Raise Allowance to Men Who 
Have Reverted in Their Ranks 


Important changes in regulations} 
governing the issue of post discharge 
pay have been received at military 
headquarters, Under the new scheme 
authority of an order-in-council, 
officers and N.C.O.'s who reverted in 
rank for the purpose of getting to 
France will have the rate of separa- 
tlon allowance according to the rank 
they reverted from, not from the rank 
they hold on discharge, provided, of 
course, the rank held on discharge was 


lower than that held at the time of 
revertion, 
The new regulations provide, too, 


that the separation cheques shall be 
issued separately, and be made pay- 
able to the wife or dependent of the 
soldier and shall not be included as 
a lump 6um, and paid direct to the 
soidier as heretofore, 

Under the new regulations, a soldier 
in receipt of post discharge pay shall, 
on admission to hospital for further! 
treatn.ent, have his post discharge 
pay stopped until such time as he is 
discharged from hospital when it will 
be renewed. 

To the old regulations that gov-| 
erned post discharge pay has been| 
added a clause that makes it possible) 
to recover a civillan debt through the! 
medium of this pay. 

The new rule is taken up on para- 
graph 16 of the order which follows: 

“Where it appears that any officer, 
warrant officer or man has while in 
the service, incurred debts or omitted | 


| or children, whether legitimate or ille- 


gitimate, or in any case in which the! 
circumstances seem to him to go re- 


quire, the Minister of the Navai Ser-! 


vice in the case of the naval forces, or 
the militia council in the case of the 
land forces, may direct the gratuity 
hereby authorized to be applied in or 
towards the payment of such debts 
or the making of provision so far as 
possible for the said wife or child or 
children or as the circumstances may | 
demand, | 

Clause 16 of the new regulations| 
make the paragraph relating to post 
discharge of soldiers who reverted in 
rank to get to France retroactive. 

The clause reads: 

“Nothing in these regulations shall 
adversely affect the righta to any 
officer, warrant officer or man here- 
tofore retired or discharged under 
the orders-in-counci! cancelled here- 
by, and where the justice of the case 
8O requires, post discharge pay may 
be granted under these regulations 
to any officer, warrant officer or man 
who has not heretofore received any 
post discharge pay, or who Is entitled 
under the provisions hereof to a larger 
amount of post discharge pay than 
he received by reason of his having | 
reverted with his consent to proceed 
overseas, or to a theatre of actual war 
and not for misconduct or ineffici- 
ency.”

to exercise the like option. It is stipulated 
by the Convention also that certificates of 
diplomatic exemption may be granted within 
the optional periods aforesaid. EVERY 
CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES TO 
WHOM THE REGULATIONS APPLY is 
required to REPORT TO THE REGIS- 
TRAR under the Military Service Act, 1917, 
FOR THE province or DISTRICT WITHIN 
WHICH he is, in the manner by the regulations 
prescribed, WITHIN TEN DAYS AFTER 
THE EXPIRY OF HIS OPTIONAL PERIOD 
and will be SUBJECT TO PENALTIES IF 
without reasonable excuse HE FAIL SO TO 
REPORT. For the information of those 
whom it may concern Sections 3 and 4 defining 
the requirements of registration, with which 
it will be necessary strictly to comply, are 
set out substantially as follows:— 


REPORT IN THE MANNER and with the

penalty not EXCEEDING FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS, AND TO IMPRISONMENT 
for any term not exceeding six months, and 
moreover he shall incur A PENALTY OF 
$10.00 FOR EACH DAY after the time 
when or within which he should have registered 
during which he shall continue to be unregis- 
tered. 

4. EVERY UNITED STATES CITIZEN 
WHO HAS DIPLOMATIC EXEMPTION, 
although not otherwise subject to these 
regulations SHALL WITHIN TEN DAYS 
after the granting of the same truly REPORT 
TO THE REGISTRAR, in like manner and 
with the same particulars as required by the 
last preceding section; and in addition he shall 
embody in his report a true and complete 
statement of the particulars of his certificate 
of diplomatic exemption. NEGLECT OR 
FAILURE without reasonable excuse to cone 
with the requirements of this section SHALL 
CONSTITUTE AN OFFENCE PUNISH- 
ABLE IN THE MANNER AND BY THE 
PENALTIES provided in the last preceding 
section.

The Vermilion schoo) is at the dis- 
pomal of the farmers residing in dis- 
tricts north of, and those served by 
the C.P.R. line running east from 
Wetaskiwin, Each of the other schoois 
serves its allotted districts of the pro- 
| vince. 

In times like these when things are 
running at high pressure the value to 
|} be derived from taking a course in an 
agricultural school is exceptionally 
great. In the courses offered practice 
and theory are united to @ degree that 

makes for efficiency in farming or 
housekeeping. Every progressive farm- 
jer or housekeeper is anxious to acquire 
| or have their children acquire know!l- 
|edge which will result in increased 
| returns on a given amount of money or 
lenergy spent. The record of attend- 
ance at the Vermilion Schoo! of Agri- 
culture since it started would indicate 
| that people are alive to the advantages 
jof the courses offered and that they

|tinues for the five winter months. | 
There are no tuition fees. The only! 
expenses in connection with the course 
| would be those incurred for board 
}and room ($8 per week) and probably; 
$10 for books. Each student on enter-! 
|ing the school is required to deposit, 
| five dollars as caution money, to cover 
the cost of anything they may break | 
during the term, On leaving the school} 
in the spring, this money is returned, 
minus deductions, if any. 
Agricultural Course 

In the agriculture course practical 
subjects are taken up such as judging, 
feeding and caring of livestock, hand- 
ling of soils and ecreps, courses in 
carpentry, blacksmithing, poultry, 
dairying, veterinary science, horticul- 
ture, weeds, seed identification and 
eradication; and elementary courses in 
English, mathematics, bookkeeping, 
chemistry and physics constitute the 
major part of the curriculum. 

In all the work taught in the schools 
of agriculture everything is made to 
bear on the practical side of farming. 
The schoo! has an exeellent equipment, 
and it is used to the best advantage by 
|a proficient staff of workers. At the} 
end of the two years’ work, a diploma} 
jin agriculture is presented to those} 
| obtaining the desired pass mark. Men 
| successful in securing this certificate

Domestic Science Course 

The home makers’ course is also 
very practical, It is intended to make

| makers. It includes some theory and a 
great deal of practice in sewing, cook- 
ing, home nursing, home administra- 
tion, laundrying, household bookkeep- 
ing, household sanitation, dairying, 
poultry, horticulture, field husbandry 
jand a thorough elementary course in 
English, mathematics and the sciences 
las applied to the home. To those satis- 
| factorily completing the course a home 
| maker's ceriificate will be presented. 
| Provision for advanced study in doin- 
| estic science is provided by the Alberta 
University, Edmonton.

How- 
ever that may be, the Edmonton 
street railway system is not oper- 
ating in Montreal or Tacoma, but 
in Edmonton, and subject to the 
‘conditions which prevail. here. 
| These conditions are such as to for- 
bid any notion that the street rail- 
way has any sort of a cinch on the 
people of the city which would en- 
able it to collect high fares without 
a corresponding loss of traffic, The 
number of people within the con- 
stitueney of the Edmonton street 
railway system who cannot or 
could not get along without 
a street railway service is dis- 
proportionately small, compared 
with the percentages of popu- 
lation in many other cities 
to whom a street railway ser- 
vice is indispensable, Automobiles 
in Edmonton are remarkably plen- 
tiful and rapidly getting more 80; 
while the most congested districts 
of the city lie within walking dis- 
tance of the business centre, Under 
those conditions the street railway 
can get business only by going 
after it with low ratgs and cheap 
and regular service. If it does so 
it may secure enough revenue to 
pay its way. If it does not do so, 
it cannot, however high the rates 
may be raised, exploit the small 
proportion of the population who 
must have street railway service for 
sufficient money to pay running 
expenses and carry its fixed 
charges,

Compiling the roll means writing} 
in the name and address of the owner 
of the property, description and size 
of the land, and the date and value of 
the assessment.

Then there are the spectal frontage 
and local improvement charges, which| 
cover water mains, sidewalks, sewers, 
street paving and boulevarding.

As for the tax collection, this means 
the handling dally, eapecially during 
the discount periods, of thousands of 
dollars, not only over the counter, but 
also by mail, This is another part of 
the work where the greatest care has 
to be obeerved to prevent errors of | 
collection and tn the allocation of the 
Payments. For instance, one cheque 
which comes tn may have to be split 
up into @ dozen separate payments on 
current taxes and arrears, All these 
have to be looked up and verified, 
very often while the taxpayer is wait- 
ing at the wicket, Towards the close 
of the discount period the office ts 
generally thronged with those wishing 
to pay their taxes, and it saye much 
for the work of the city employees inat
